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There was no nitpicking of his role in that project. 
Similarly, Attorney General Peter Verniero has been 
selected to join the state Supreme Court. His office is 
in the midst of investigating the existence of racial 
profiling by State Police. The practice, which the 
agency denies is used by troopers, involves stopping 
drivers on the highway because of skin color. In addi- 
tion, there are allegations that the State Police had 
been warned months before that one of the troopers 
involved in last April’s shooting on the New Jersey 
Turnpike was violent and racist. Under the glare of 
the media, Col. Carl Williams, the superintendent of 
the State Police was fired by Gov. Christine Whitman 
for comments made in a lengthy interview in which 
he said illegal drug trafficking in the United States: 
could be linked to some minorities. 

This is the same Attorney General’s office who 
interpreted the null and void regulations N.J.A.C. 
17.27-7.5- Financing Minority/Female Outreach and 
Training Programs in December 1998. The Minority 
business entrepreneur is asking the Office of Federal 
Contract Compliance Programs to investigate the 
matter. The Reverend Reginald Jackson, executive 
director of the Black Ministers Council has called 
upon the U.S. Justice Department of Justice to inves- 
tigate the matter in conjunction with the State Attor- 
ney General’s Office. Should one forget, the contracts 
that drives public funded projects are a mix bag of 
money from the federal government. 

If it is true that Verniero will dampen the judi- 
cial activism that marked the high courts prior to his 
appointment, this means that women and minorities 
will have to start all over again. Verniero said he 
would judge each case individually, on the merits ~ 
not applying any particular ideological test. Now this 
is how Affirmative Action started. This sounds like 
minorities and women are getting caught in a shell 
game. The shuffle is being given to blacks in the 
Whitman administration. Lonna Hooks served as a 
show ‘n tell face as Secretary of State, whose face is 
now DeForest Soaries. He was a part of the kitchen 
cabinet in the dismissal of Williams. During the past 
year, the highly qualified Kathleen Smith was not se- 
lected commissioner on the Casino Controls Commis- 
sion, however, a look alike with less qualifications 
was selected. The Administration is looking for a look 
alike to come in over the chief of the Department of 
Treasury's Affirmative Action Office. The success of 
the program has been established. Thee is a lot of 
money involved should the one half of one per cent 
formula be applied, or not applied. The training for- 
mula on the Atlantic City tunnel contract alone is 
worth 40 million dollars. The Governor should re- 
member that minorities and women do vote. It is 
something that she should think about as she eyes 
the U.S. Senate post. 


"HIGH CRIMES" 


The Human & Civil Rights Association

Black and Latino brothers and sisters were sim- 
ply astounded when they learned that the Depart- 
ment of Treasury's chief of Affirmative Action had 
been shuttled to the sidelines after many years of loy- 
alty in the position. It seems that the last four years 
of administering the regulations that governs State 
departments and agencies (collectively public agen- 
cies) to pay a sum equal to one-half of one percent of 
the total cost of each 100% State funded public 
projects to approved agencies for the training of mi- 
norities did him in. For those of you who do not know, 
all public works projects on the turnpike, parkways, 
bridges and tunnels of New Jersey should have a 
qualified diversified workforce. When there is a lily- 
white workforce, the Department of Treasury's Affir- 
mative Action Office sends out Alert Notices to the 
contractor that he is not in compliance with the laws 
of the State of New Jersey. 

In addition, the Affirmative Action Office en- 
sures that all public works contracts have the man- 
dated language of equal employment opportunity 
(EEO) in them. Some four years ago, a handshake 
agreement began with his superior for vocational 
skills training programs to be set up under regula- 
tions N.J.A.C. 17:7-7.5- Financing Minority/Female 
Outreach and Training Programs. This was in re- 
sponse to contractors failure to comply with minority 
hiring on their public works contracts. Using a broad 
interpretation of the guidelines, the formula was ap- 
plied for the training of minority and females by an 
approved agency, who then began a referral source 
for qualified workers for the public funded projects. 

In the Fall of 1998, the regulations promulgat- 
ing the Office of Affirmative Action was not signed off 
on. They were allowed to lapse. In December 1998, 
the Office of the Attorney General gave a narrowly 
tailored interpretation of the lapsed regulations to a 
minority business entrepreneur — and was not paid. 
Governor Christine Whitman has long stated that 
she supports Affirmative Action, however there ap- 
pears to be a double standard when it comes to the 
retention and reward of blacks in her administration. 
Should we take for example, James Weinstein, com- 
missioner of transportation and former anchor person 
of the Atlantic City tunnel project, he advanced.

WHY WE NEED JAZZ 


I read with great interest the column in this 
publication, “The Shadow” in which he adroitly ad- 
dresses many of the problems faced by our youth 
as well as ourselves these days. 

You might ask: “what has that got to do with 
Jazz”?!!! 

I don’t believe that anyone would disagree 
that during the “formative” years, what one is ex- 
posed to culturally and otherwise, helps shape our 
disposition. Much of today’s music caters to the 
negative said (albeit true, sometimes) of things. 
That is not to say that this is the only problem or 
even the most egregious contributor to the prob- 
lem. 

Jazz music embodies all of our experiences. If 
one to listens to the incomparable Billy Holiday. 
Though she sang many songs that described much 
of the pain and torment she was enduring, it was 
done in a manner that attracted to itself a compas- 
sionate response. One could arguably state that 
some of today’s music inappropriately promotes 
self-defeating solutions that simple exacerbate the 
situation, making their lives even more compli- 
cated. 

Jazz, (in my view) has been unjustly relegated 
to a position in some parts of the recording indus- 
try as “insignificant”. The bottom line to them is 
“what sells”. I don’t submit that they don’t have a 
point, (except, that it is not insignificant) Jazz is as 
much of our heritage as anything else that comes 
to mind, and must be preserved!! 

The late, great Betty “Be-Bop” Carter was fea- 
tured in a two hour special on television weeks 
ago, and she was her usual, better than magnifi- 
cent self. She had within her group, young musi- 
cians. This was good to see, as so many young 
people have opted to go the more financially re- 
warding R & B, Rock or “Pop” route. 

It is said: “Music can soothe the savage beast.” 
Though it is to an extent an axiom, it may have 
some validity.
